All Litigation 


Judge Curtis Addresses Members 
of the San Bernardino County 
Bar. Judge Dewhirst Is Pre- 
siding Justice. 


Featured by the declaration there 
should be speedier justice to the 
men charged’ before the courts, and 
likewise quicker action in litigation, 
Judge J, W. Curtis at 10 o'clock Mon- 
day morning assumed his place aa 
Judge of the Superior Court, to 
was elected in November 
to succeed Judge F. F. Oster. 

The formalities were brief. Judge 
Dewhirst escorted his colleague from 
the former's chambers to the bench, 
and announced that it was with 
pleasure he introduced him to the 
assembled attorneys and others. 

Judge Curtis said in his opening 
remarks: 

“I believe it has not been custom- 
ary for an incoming Judge to make 
extended remarks upon assuming the 
position of Judge of the Superior 
Court, and I surely do not intend to 
break the precedent. However, as 
|! look around this wall and see the 
pictures of the men who have made 


this bench one of the best in the 
State of California, and behold you 
gentlemen who have worked with 


them for so many years, I enter upon 
my duties with a feeling that I am 
hardly capable of assuming the great 
responsibility of this position. And 
unless I can that IT have the 
hearty co-operation of the members 
of this bar I know that it will be 
useless for me to attempt to dis 
charge the duties of this position.

for instance that in 1910 the bond 
debts of California municipalities, in- 
complete, amounted to $28,539,795.84 
and in 1913 had jumped to the enor- 
mous total of $100,387,559.40. The 
bond indebtedness of the various 
Counties in 1907 amounted to $6,- 
555,660 and in 1914 to $57,353,545. 
The State of California during the 
forty years preceding 1910, did not 
encourage the creation of bonded in- 
debtedness. In that year, however, | 
they voted bonds in the sum of $29,- 
500,000, of which $18,000,000 was for 
State highway purposes. The State 
in addition stands responsible for its 
share of the bond indebtedness of its 
various subdivisions outstanding in 
November, 1910, when the new sys- 
tem of taxation went into effect 
amounting to $77,682,312.28. 

Last month the people by their 
votes authorized a bond issue of $3,-| 
000,000 for additional State buildings 
at Sacramento, and $1,000,000 for 
State buildings at San _ Francisco. 
There also was approved an issue of 
$1,800,000 for the University of Cali- 
fornia. These bonds run for a period | 
of fifty years, carrying four or four 
and one-half per cent interest. It is 
calculated that at the end of the | 
fifty-year period the interest will! 
have amounted to $,500,000, or, in| 
round numbers, $3,000,000 more than 
the total issue. In other words, the 
cost to the State of erecting build- | 
ings of a probable value of $5,800,- | 
000 will amount to $14,500,000. Just | 
as the way of emphasizing how the 
interest charges run up, it is cal- 
culated that for these bond issues 
for the fifty-year period the average 
amount of interest will be about! 
$170,000 a year.—Pasadena News.

The 
United States has just harvested the 
largest of all crops and has the great- 
est surplus of wheat for export in its 
history.

The ill wind which blows’ death 
from a hundred battlefields carries 
good fortune to our American farm- 
ers.
